several months ago to establisn a similar in- 
stitution in this city, where he had worked 
himself in trying to reach the people and 
had built up for himseif a church and agreat 
following. Mr. Moody saw then and has had 
it impressed on bis mind in numerous 
ways since, that the only way to reach the 
masses and bring them under the influence 
of christian teachings was to have a popular 
service—something to attract and hold the 
listener. His combined song and gospel 
teaching; that he and his co-laborer, Mr. 
Sankey, made such a success in years past, 
filled the bill, and it is to have other evan- 
gelists ready to continue the good work 
the Bible institute has been started. 

* pe women’s department is now ready. 
am students to the number of twenty-five 
are occupying the building. It is a double 
dwellinghouse at Nos. 230 and 232 
La Salle avenue, and has been prac- 
tically rebuilt inside. It is in charge 
of Miss Gertrude Hulbert, who received her 
training at the Northfield institute and was 
selected to preside over the Chicago one 
by Mr. Moody. 

Miss Hulbert is young and of prepossess- 
ing appearance and is a person of tact. Her 
amiability of manner cannot fail to draw to 
her many students who might otherwise be 
fearful of tne straitlaced decorum that usu- 
ally appertains to similar institutions. Miss 
Hulbert did not furnish a great deal of in- 
formation about the course of training 
to. de pursued by the women stu- 
dents, or how the expenses of the 
evangelistic school were to be paid. She said 
that board and lodging would be charged for 
at a low rate, but she had nothing to do with 
the financial scheme of the institute. Her 
duty was simply to make out a monthly state- 
ment to a board of airectors, of which Mr. 
Moody was president.

THE MEN’S DEPARTMENT. 

The men’s department will not be réady for 
occupancy for about two months. It is much 
more extensive than the department for 
women, and has been specially built 
for the purpose to which it will be 
put. There will be a_lecturerorm 
of sufficient size to accommodate all the stu- 
dents, classrooms, and sleeping apartments 
for about 100 regular boarders. The cost of 
the two buildings is not far from $100,000, 
part of which will be paid out of an endow- 
ment fund of $150,000. It is not expected 
that the expenses of running the two insti- 
tutes will be paid out of the receipts for 
board and lodging, but whatever deficit 
there is will be made up from contributions 
from the churches and friends of the insti- 
tute, 

Mr. Moody and his assistants will be par- 
ticuiar as to the class of persons received. 


The students are expected to be drawn 


largely from the churches, and a recom- 
mendation from the pastor of the church 
to which the applicant belongs wil! 


de essential. The aim of the institute is to 


develop men and women for christian work, 
not to give a general education in any par- 
ticular he of logical study. His purpose is 
to get competent leaders for the work of 
evangelization in the cities of the United 
States. The course of instruction will be 
planned solely with this end in view. 
Teachers and students of the kind Mr. Moody 
wants are hard to get, but he expects to 
draw them to his institute and so organize a 
powerful aid to the churches. 

The course of instruction mapped out will 
take two years to complete, but no one will 
be debarred from entering for a shorter term 
in order to study how to teach che gospel. 
For such as cannot attend during the day 
evening classes will be formed. 

The scope of the institute will by no mears 
be confined to the single idea of teaching the 
Bible. Particular attention is to be paid to 
bringing out whatever special faculty a man 
or woman may have. Each student will be 
given the sort of work that he or she appears 
to be best adapted for. | 

FOR WHAT THEY ARE BEST ADAPTED. 

If it appear that visiting the sick and ad- 
ministering to their bodily’ and spiritual 
wants is a special faculty in some they will 
de given a training to develop that. If the 
gift be for public speaking, chat talent will 
be given a training. If music be the talent, 
pains will be taken to develop it expressiy 
for evangelical work. Qualifications of tact 
and heipfuiness in private conference will be 
utilized in house to house visiting. 

Mr. Moody is a firm beliéver in personal 
appeal and home visitation. He knows a 


host of people, particularly women, who are 


tied to their household duties and cannot go 
tochurch. These he desires to reach, and 
hence a corps of visitors will be trained. 
These workers must be women, and they 
must be able to render material service to 
tne poor, hopeless, and discouraged of their 
sex, give help for the sick baby, or go for the 
doctor, lending a willing arm wherever aid 
is needed, and thus cheer up the women. 

It is not the intention of Mr. Moody to in- 
terfere in any manner with the theological 
seminaries in supplying a course of study 
of the Bible, yet if any student, while 


training for evangelical work of every de- 


scription, should feel himself cailed to the 
ministry and a church is offered him there 
can be no objection. The institute is not a 
school to help out incompetent or negligent 
students. Many may attend who have not 
the advantages of a thorough education, but 
that will be no bar to those who. have a 
special faculty in the line of christian work. 

It is expected that at least 200 students will 
avail themselves of the opportunity thus of- 
fered. The tuition is absolutely free, the 
only charge being for board. The great text- 
pook is the Bible, and other studies will be 
simply as aids to the better understanding of 
that book. 

Prof. H. H. McGranahan will instruct in 
vocal and instrumental. music especially 
adapted to the work im view, and the Rev.

Two Freshmen Subjected to Outrageous 
Indignities by the Sophomores. 

Syracuse, N. V., Oct. 10,—| Special. }—There 
has been much excitement among the 800 
students and facuity of Syracuse university, 
a strict Metnodist institution, over an out- 
rageous hazing affair last night. The uni- 
versity bas been almost free from hazing 
since 1881, wheu Ezra Tipple was nearly 
killed and ten members of the sophomore 
class were arrested and fined and expelled. 
Last night, while W. H. Perry of Peoria, III., 
president.of the freshmen class; L. D. Van 
Arnam of Boston. and Henry Hoars of An- 
sonia, Conn., were returning to the univer- 
sity hall with three young lady classmates 
they were set upon by eight sophomores. 
The voung ladies were roughly handled and 
their escorts forced into two carriages. The 
police were called, but before they arrived 
the carriages were driven away. 

The sophomores took their victims to a dis- 
mal swamp three miles out, stripped them of 
everything but their underclothes, bound 
them to trees, and heaped all manner of in- 
dignities upon them. Perry was let off easy, 
but Hoars’ handsome blonde mustache was 
cut off with scissors and his hair clipped in a 
streak from his forehead to the back of his 
head. Van Arnam’s hair was cut im a circle 
and a tuft left on che crown of his head. 
Black paint was used in decorating their 
bodies. It was midnight when the sopho- 
mores left them bound to the trees. It was 
some time before they could release them- 
selves, and as the night was cold they suf- 
fered greatly. They returned to the city at 
daylight. They recognized some of their 
persecutors, who wore masks, by their voices 
and clothing.

GOING RIGHT ON WITH THE CANAL, 


Difficulties Between Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica Amicably Settled. 
_ New Tonk. Oct. 10.—[Special.|—Thomas 
C. Atkins, secretary and treasurer of the 
Nicaragua Maritime Canal company (one of

Legal Voters of Kansas Yet. 

TOPEKA, Kas., Oct. 10,—[Special.]—Attorney 
General Kellogg decided the right of citizenship 
of persons residingin the Fort Riley military 
reservation today. At the last session of the 
legislature the jurisdiction over the territory of 
the Fort Riley reservation was ceded to the 
United States. This practically withdrew all 
land in the reservation from the state ana resi- 
dence for an unlimited length of time in the 
reservation would not make a citizen of Kansas 
or give a right to vote in the state.

STRONG TONE OF THE IRON MARKET. 


An Advance of $3 Per Ton in Bessemer Pig 
—Uther Articles Advancing. 

Pittssure, Pa, Oct. 10.—-[Special./—The 
American Manufacturer’s monthly report of 
the conditaon of blast furnaces in the United 
States shows 813 in blast and 286 out of 
blast. The weekly tonnage of those in 
operation is 153,546, and of those idle 79,975. 
In the bituminous or coke furnaces in 
blast there is an increase in. capacity of 
11,463 tons since. Sept. 1. As compared to the 
capacity of the furnaces in blast Oct. 1, 1888, 
there is an increase of 23,836 tons. This is 
due to the increased demand for Bessemer 
pig, which is now active and is quoted at $21 
cash, which is an advance of $3 in the last 
two weeks and $2 in the last week. 

The fluctuations in the price of Bessemer 
pig have been considerabie since the first of 
the year. Jan. 1 it was quoted at $17, and it 
declined steadily until June, when it reached 
$15.75, the lowest notch. Now it is held at 


$21, and but few can be found who will ac- 


cept orders at that price. The fluctuationsin 
rails, blooms, billets, and slabs have been in 
proportion. At the beginning of the year 
rails and slabs were selling at $28, and blooms 
and billets at $28.50. In June rails reached 
$26.50, and blooms, billets, and slabs were 
held at $27. The present quotations are: 
Rails, $82; blooms and billets, $33; slabs, 884; 
which is an advance of $5.50 in rails, $6 in 
blooms and billets, and $7 in slabs since June.

Speaking of Engineer Northway’s inquires as

THE ANNOUNCEMENT POSTPONED. 


Drainage District Boundaries to Be Given 
Out Saturday—The Probable Decision. 

The drainage district boundary commissioners 
held a brief session at noon yesterday and then 
decided to postpone the announcement of their 
decision until tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock. 
This determination is owing to the presentation of 
some new arguments against the inclusion of 
the Calumet basin. It is given out that the 
judges had practically decided to include all of 
Hyde Park, parts of Thornton and Bremen, and 
alt of Worth and Calumet. It is not likely that 
this determination will be changed by the - 
ments of yesterday. It is reported that 2 
commissioners have satisfied themselves by 
interviews with the government engineers that 
a channel capable of carrying 60,000 cubic feet of 
water through the Sag-Calumet valley into the 
Desplaines can be cut for $2.000,000, and can be 
finished about the same time as the main chan- 
nel, thus affording relief to the Culumet region 
and the Chicago region proper, simul- 
taneously. Afterwards it can be widened 
and deepened at comparatively small cost, in 
their judgment, so as te furnish the necessary 
amount of water to make the 600,000 cubic feet 
a is to be sent through the rock cut below the 


ag. 

As to the northern boundary, itis the general 
opinion that it will be the continuation of the 
northern city limits west to the Desplaines, thus 
cutting off Evanston.

GLEANINGS IN LOCAL FIELDs. 


To Furnish Farmers with Water. 

Notice of incorporation of the San Luis Rey 
Water company of Chicago, with a capital of 
$5,000,000, was filed at Springfield Wednesday. 
The incorporators named are Eugene E. Bar- 
nard, a La Salle street insurance man, and 
Messrs. Charles L. Morrill and William H. Bab- 
cock of California. Mr. Barnara said that the 
object of the company was to purchase the prop- 
erty, rights, and franchises of the San Luis Rey 
Flume company, and to acquire the water of the 
San Luis Hey river in California. The existing 
company is chartered under the irrigation laws 
of California, and has is flumes, ditches, etc., 
ready for work. He claims that the new com- 
any is backed by ample capital, and that the 
ull amount required will be subscribed within 
forty-eight hours.

ALD. DIXON'S PLAN — 

When Ald. Dixon’s plan for securing the 
city the benefits of a high pressure water 
service was first made public there was an 
outery from certain interested quarters that 
it would never do because it was “ unconsti- 
tutional.“ The people who are interested 
in “private snaps’ and those individuals 
who are quick to rally on the side of the mo- 
nopoly corporations, either because they 
have been promised a reward or think they 
will get one if they work hard, united in 
swearing that Ald. Dixon’s plan was un- 
constitutional.” Most of them neither knew 
nor cared what the constitution had to say 
on the subject, if it said anything, but they 
knew that no cry could be more catching 
with the majority of unthinking men than 
the one they were using. 

But it has been proven that the constitu- 
tion is not on the side of the owners of pri- 
vate snaps,” or of those capitajists who hope 
to get through the council for their private 
benefit an ordinance alloWing them to do 
what they claim the city cannot do for itself, 
or of those newspapers which—thankful for 
past favors and willing to receive new ones— 
are always found on the side of monopoly. 
The decision of the supreme court of Iowa 
in the case of the Burlington waterworks 
has shown that a city incurs no liability and 
flies in the face of no constitutional prohibi- 
tion when it acts in accordance with Ald. 
Dixon’s scheme. The provisions of the lowa 
and Illinois constitutions on the subject of 
municipal indebtedness are the same—the 
latter borrowed from the former. There- 
fore when the supreme court of Iowa held 
that Burlington had not overstepped its 
powers when it made an arrangement with 
private capital to build waterworks for the 
city, reserving to the latter the right on a 
year’s notice to buy the works at what tney 
cost, it laid down the law for Illinois. The 
existence of a right to lease and to purchase 
involves no liability on the part of a city. 

The error which the Burlington people made 
was that they did not take possession of the 
works at the outset, and from their receipts 
save up the money with which to pay for 
them. That blunder this city will not make. 
It will operate the plant from the moment it 
is finished and thus begin paying for it the 
day it is started. 

The constitutionality of the plan having 
been settled. all that remains is to get from 
the legislature the necessary authority. If 
there should de a special session of the gen- 
eral assembiy the needed legislation can be 
had early in 1890, and that will give tame 
enough to construct the high water pressure 
plant, if any vigor is shown, before the time 


‘for the opening of the exposition in 1892 and 


to satisfy the world that this city is in ear- 
nest in its declarations that it is going to get 
rid of the smoke nuisance, It might just as 
well be understood now as at any other time 
that unless the city sbows its sincerity it will 
not get the exposition. It will never be held 
in a city as black and sooty as this.

snaps” to fight tne high pressure water plan 
are in reality indifferent to the world’s fair. 
What they want is to do the will of their em- 
ployers who run the “private snaps,” no 
matter what it costs the city. 


HOW TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION. 

Tue TRIBUNE yesterday called the atten- 
tion of those who aré crying out for a con- 
stitutional convention and & new organic 
law to the fact—which would not have es- 
caped their attention if they read the consti- 
tution more and abused it less—that by strik- 
ing out the final words of the second section 
of the fourteenth article, which are that 
“the general assembly shall have no power 
to propose amendments to more than one ar- 
ticle at the same session,“ they would be 
given an opportunity to make right off all 
the amendments they wanted to, provided 
the people agreed with them as to their 
necessity. 

These words, the omission of which will 
do no harm, were borrowed from the constitu- 
tion of 1848, which was harder to change than 
the present one, because an amgndment after 
having received the votes of two-thirds of 
the members of one legislature had to receive 
the. votes of a majority of the succeeding 
one before it could be submitted w the 
voters. The convention of 1870 designedly 
made amendment difficult. They knew that 
the instrament they were preparing con- 
} tained many novel features. While satisfied 
of their excellence they feared that certain 
interests would let the peopie give them only 
a half trial and then try to change them. 
They therefore so fixed it that their work 
must be given a good, fair test and after- 
wards the restriction clause could be elimi- 
nated. 

Experience has proven that they builded 
Well. There has been no rage for altera- 
tions. The changes made have been useful 
but slight. The great principles of limita- 
tion of indebtedness, of abolition of special 
legisiation, of railroad control have taken a 
firm hold on the popular mind. There is no 
reason now why the people cannot vote on 
several amendments biennially if the legis- 
lature sees fit to submit them. They might 
adopt one of them. If the amendment pvoint- 
ed out by THe TRIBUNE were ratified by the 
people a legislature could practically submit 
a new constitution every few years, for it 
could offer a substitute for each of the twelve 
articles from “bill of rights“ down to 
“warehouses.” These men who want spe 
cial legislation restored and blanket mort- 
gaging renewed, and limitation on taxation 
removed, would have a chance to feel the 
pulse of the voters. Those Cook county re- 
formers who are so struck with the purity 
and efficiency of the aldermen that they 
want all the local power put in their nands 


would have an opportunity to learn the 


views of the electors on that subject. 

The constitution of the United States has 
no restricuon on the power of amendment. 
Congress can offer to the states for adoption 
as many amendments ata time as it pleases. 
It did submit ten in a batch soon. after the 
ratification of the constitution, and it could 
do u again if it deemed it necessary. The 
power has never been abused, and there 
seems therefore no reason wuy the constitu- 
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country will soon be in the hands of a vast 
private monopoly. Fortunately for the pub- 
lic, however, there is a great obstacle to be 
overcome before the principle of trustiem 
can be applied to the railroads. It would be 
easy enough to organize a railroad trust, but 
how could it be maintained and protected 
from the assaults of wreckers and new par- 
allel line schemers? After competition was 
suppressed between the roads brought into 
the trust howcould the combine be protected 
from the competition of new lines? The 
stronger the trust and the higher its profits 
the greater would be the danger that its 
principal lines would be paralleled or 
“ nickelplated.” A big trust exposed to 
West Shore schemes would be a blind ele- 
phant surrounded by hungry wolves. Would 
new lines built for the purposes of railroad 
blackmail be taken into the trust or left free 
to wage destructive rate wars? If the latter 
the trust wouid be of little advantage, and if 
the former the “paralleling and paralyzing ” 
industry would be greatly stimulated, and 
the trust would be fearfully bled and black- 
mailed. Thisis the weak point in all the 
railroad trust plans—the dificulty which no 
schemer has yet solved. 

It is not to be assumed, however, that the 
railroads cannot establish a trust strong 
enough to crush out paralleling schemes and 
preserv6 a compiete monopoly. The only 
difficulty is in getting stockholders to give a 
few men unlimited, despetic authority. Asso- 
ciations or alliances from which any road cap 


withdraw at will are not strong enough for 
the purpose sought, but athoroughgoing trust 


on the Standard Oil model might be power- 
ful enough to suppress any attempted com- 
petition by new lines. All the roads togeth- 
er could accomplish what would be impossible 
for any of them singly. A line which was 
paralleled might be sustained by the trust 
while it waged cutthroat competition against 
a new line and drove it into bankruptcy. All 
the trust lines except the one paralleled 
could keep up high rates and easily pay the 
fixed charges of the one engaged in a war of 
extermination against a would-be rival A 
few examples of this sort would stop the build- 
ing of new and competing lines just as the 
policy of the Standard Oil combine has made 


the establishment of competing refineries a 


singularly unprofitable business. After a 
few new and competing lines had been re- 
duced to bankruptcy in this manner the trust 
would have an absolute monopoly without 
competition or the fear of competition. 

Tue desired monopoly cannot be secured 
unless the railroads are amalgamated in a 
powerful ironclad trust and an irresponsible 
power of control concentrated in the hands 
of a few autocratic trustees. Will the thou- 
sands of directors, stockholders, etc., con- 
sent to be made mere -figureheads and pass 
over all authority to an irresponsible board 
of trust managers? They are offered tempt- 
ing rewards in the way of the inflation into 
value of stocks now worthless and the an- 
nual payment of hundreds of millions in div- 
idends on pretended capital never actually 
invested. But some of them see that a rail- 
road trust controlling thé entire trans- 
| portation system of the country, with 
the despotic sway the Standard Oil 
combine has had over a single m- 
dustry, and able to throttle all competition, 
would nevertheless have one antagonist left 
—the government. A despotic mpnopoly like 
that of the Standard Oil combine would not 
be tolerated in railroad transportation, and 
if the trust proved too strong for federal or 
state reguiation or control a tremendous 
popular demand would be made for govern- 
ment ownership and management of the rail- 


roads. The objections which are now 80 


strong against such a system would be swept 
away. If the railroad system is ever made 
an uncontrolled and uncontrollable monopoly 
the peopie will demand that it be transferred 
to the government and be managed like the 
postal system, for public benefit, not private 
gain. Every movement in the direction of a 
railroad trust will strengthen the position of 
the advocates of government ownership and 
operauon of transportation lines. 


FREE SPEECH DENIED IN MISSISSIPPI. 

The brief campaign of Gen. Chalmers, the 
late Republican candidate for Governor in 
Mississippi, forcibly illustrates the bourbon 
idea of free speech and tair play which prevails 
in that Democratic state. A few days ago 
he was invited to make a speech at a place 
called West Point, thé home of the Repub- 
lican candidate for Lieutenant Governor. 
He consented to do so, but when he began 
making arrangements for a locality he found 
himself headed off atevery turn. The Demo- 
cratic sheriff would not let him have the 
courthouse. The owner of the operahouse 
would not rent it to him. The proprietor of 
two gtoves adjacent to the town would not 
let him use either of them. The mayor 
would not let him speak in the streets. 
Finally he secured a vacant lot near the resi- 
dence of a lady, but gave it up after she had 
appealed to him not to speak, as she feared 
the trouble which would be sure to ensue if 
he held a meeting there. Bafflea at West 
Point he wrote to a friend, Mr. A. 8. 
Humphries, at Columbus, asking him if it 
would be practical to hold a meeting there. 
The reply which he received was as follows:

Knowing you to be a hightoned, nonoradie 
gentleman, and keenly appreciative of the con- 
tumely with which you will be treated and indig- 
nities to which you will be subjected in Colum- 
type Be earnestly advise that you forego your trip 

a} city. Itrust that the day is not far dis- 
tant When the shotgun will be no longer used as 
an argument, and that the constitution and the 
laws will be supreme, as they should be in a land 
where so much depends upon their proper ob-

Nor does he believe that the 
church is full of people who are not believers 
in its doctrines, as there are not a score who 
do not beheve in every article of the apos- 
tles’ creed, which alone enunciates those 
things which every churchman must believe.

Hence, 
as he says, the duty is a tax oh the consumer 
and is not operating to develop a home in- 
dustry, and for that reason does not properly 
belong in a protective system. Senator Aili- 
son is a protectionist, but he can hardly be 
accused of holding the doctriné that any 
duty on any article is necessarily protective. 
He makes no claim that the protective princi- 
ple cannot be abused, but asserts that such 
has been the resuitin dealing with sugar, 
and that the Democratic Havemeyer trust 
has been fostered by imposing duties where 
the doctrine of protection does not and can- 
not apply. The sugar tax isa tax for reve- 
nue and not for the protective principle, and 
all protectionists can therefore consistently 
demand its repeal to the extent that the pub- 
lie revenues can bear the loss.

Clayed cottons and refuse ironware from 
England and compounded wines and bran- 
dies from France are bartered for native prod- 
ucts at enormous profits. Lamenters of the 
bygone daysof genuine Cognac may derive 
some hope from the announcement that the 
desolate districts of that once famous locali- 
ty are being replanted with American vines, 
and there is a pros that in less than a 
generation the Gallic exporter will be able 
to send to his customers in North and South 
America something besides flavorea potato 
spirits. These honest dealers have lately 
been thrown into spasms of virtuous indig- 
nation by accidentally learning that alien 
merchants have been guilty of the reprehen- 
sible conduct of shipping their tabie wines at 
20 per cent to Trieste, and thence into 
France, a8 Hungarian and Dalmatian juice 
of the grape, which have only 2 per cent. 


STEPHEN A, DOUGLAS’ PLAN. 


A Comimercial Federation of All the Amer- 
ican Nations—Freedom of Trade. 

Wasuainerton, D. C., Oct. 10.—[Special |—A 
timely contribution to the current discussion 
of the three Americas congress is made by 
the publication of a paper from the pen of 
Stephen A. Douglas, proposing and explain- 
ing an American continental commercial un- 
ion or alliance. Mr. Madison Cutts of Wash- 
ington, a brother-in-law of the “ Little 
Giant,” has rescued the document from the 
unpublished papers of his distinguished rela- 
tion. It was written after seven states had 
seceded, and outlines what the foreign as 
weil as the domestic policy of Mr. Douglas 
would have been had he been elected Presi- 
dent. 

The gist of the paper is 4 suggestion that 
all the countries on the American continent 
from the frozen ocean to the isthmus of 
Panama should be formed into one gence 
union for commercial purposes only. He 

roposed te abolish ail interior customhouses, 
— 5 down every barrier, and remove every 
restraint upon commercial and social inter- 
course between the United States and the 
British possessious on the north, and Mexico, 
Uuba, and central American states on the 
south. Freedom of trade, commerce, transit, 
and intercotirse was to be established be- 
tween ail countries which became parties to 
such a union, with customhouses and a uni- 
form system of tariff duties and commercial 
regulations only at all ports on the Atlantic, 
Pacific, and the Gulf coasts.
